Stats departm ent officials were not 
certain whether the message giving 
the five names was intended to sup 
plement the earlier list of the missing 
or orhether It was supposed to include 
all who were unaccounted for at the 
time of tending. 


Thirty Total List of Dead. 
London, Aug. 21.—Five passengers 
aud twsnty-flve members of the crew 
of the White Star steam ship Arabic, 
were lost when the vessel was tor­ 
pedoed and sunk by a German suborn 
line, according to an official state 
ment. 
The figures contained In the official 
statem ent follow: 
Total persons on board Arabic, 424. 
Passengers saved, 17k. 
Members of crew saved, 218. 
Missing passengers, 5.

Statem ents from Captain William 
Finch and from passengers oa the 
liner, confirm the first report that the 
ship was torpedoed without warning. 
Captain Finch gave testimony to 
the heroism of his engineers and fire 
men. several of whom remained at 
their post# to the last to insure the 
safety of the passengers, sacrificing 
their lives. Other survivors say the 
torpedo which rent the Arabic’s hull 
killed outright several men in the 
boller rooms. 
The torpedo struck on 
the starboard side about a hundred 
feet from the alem , near the boils* 
rooms.

them. 
P erhaps there Is smother qualifies 
Hon connected with my promotion 
that should be mentioned here. 
I had 
had stage experience. 
I appeared in 
the spoken drama when five years of 
age, taking the title role of Editha's 
Burglar.* 
Later I appeared in stock 
ccnpanies. 
This experience in the 
a rt of acting was certainly of untold 
benefit to mo. 
I have te e n told that I am the 
youngest leading woman in motion 
pictures. 
Maybe I am, but I have 
earned tho parts I play. 
W orking in 
motion pictures is not pastim e— it is 
hard work. 
In motion pictures, as 
elsewhere, work counts. 
Long hours fall i t those who en 
gage in motion picture acting. 
They 
report at a studio at a certain hour 
In the morning. 
They do not leave 
until a certain hour. Their day’s work 
is Just like a day s work in any other 
occupation in life. 
In w*arm weather 
the sun beats through Iho glass enclos 
lire of the studio and the tberrnoma 
ter sometimes registers 150 degrees. 
Perhaps In this warm atm osphere one 
m ust bo com p elled '3 appear as a 
character heavily bundled in clothing, 
and you can imagine one's discomfl 
ture. 
T here ar^ many recompenses, also, 
and I think, on the whole, th a t the 
work is ever so much more enjoyable 
than the speaking stage. 
Girls who 
wish to enter motion pictures, how 
ever, should pause and think over the 
foot that they are » mbarking on o 


career—a branch of art which re­ 
quires talent, intelligence and hard 
work. 
T here are many girls who feel 
that if they could only appear before a 
cam era they would be an instanta­ 
neous success, yet who would go to a 
business college for many m onths In or­ 
der to become* a stenographer.

of them knew what havoc it played 
with the motion picture producers 
We had many players who were work­ 
ing in tho ‘ I^oop,” Chicago theatrical 
tenter, and as the studio Is quite a 
way from thW place, sud there war 
BO auto service, Mr. William N. fie" 
fig ordered a huge truck in which al) 
the players were taken to the thea­ 
ters in which they w(*re working. 
T here wera other excursions, too, 
during the time I was appearing In 
“The House of a Thousand Candles.”

TRAPSHOOTING OLD SPORT 


r n r'Is h Live Gird Shooting Prototype 
of Ame-ican Came. 
By Albert P. Taylor. 
As far back as ?793 the Sporting 
Magazine, of Condon, England, men 
Honed 
pigeon-shooting, which 
was 
the forerunner of modern trapshoot­ 
ing, and It was in England that trap­ 
shooting first became a rccugni cd 
sport. 
However, considerable differ­ 
ence exists between tile, sport ip Its 
Infant stages a n d .th e present. 
Englishmen wanted to get in form 
for the contest now’ on with the team 
across th*# ctwviwel, so -they started 
trapshooting. At that tim e'iiv c-b ird * 
were used—the blue rock 
pigeon - 
and not our river silt aud t r "p g- 
eon.” Likewise the trap of those days 
was quite 
different from the ones
